G.S.R, 297.-—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 44 of the Food Cor¬ 
porations Act, 1964 (37 of 1964), the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules further to amend the Food Corporations Rules, 1965. namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Food Corporations (Tenth Amendment) Rules, 
1967. 

2. In the Food Corporations Rules, 1965,— 

(1) for rule 6, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“5. Remuneration of Chairman:—The Chairman shall be entitled to the 
following remuneration: — 

(i) salary in the scale of Rs. 3500—125—4000, per month; 

(li) unfurnished accommodation suitable to his status on deduction 0 / 
10% of his salary. In case furnished accommodation is provided, 
suitable hire charges for the furnishings as determined by the 
Corporation shall be recovered; 
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(ill) free use of far for official purposes (Journeys from residence to office 
being treated as official purpose) and for private purposes also 
upto 500 kilometre limit per month. Charges for private use in 
exeess of 500 kilometre limit in a month shall be recoverable at 
the appropriate kilometre rate to be fixed by the Corporation, 
Use of official car for private use shall be restricted to the head¬ 
quarter town where the chairman la stationed; 

(lv) tiavelling and daily allowances as specified in rule 7: and 

(v) Other allowances and benefits (such as City Compensatory allowance, 
reimbursement of medical charges) as are admissible to the highest 
category of officers in the whole-time employment of the Corpora¬ 
tion". 

(2) In rule 7(2)(lj — 

(i) under the heading "A. By Air”, in paragraph (/b). for the expression 

“Rs. 30/-” occuring at the end the expression ‘‘Rs. 20/-” shall be 
substituted; 

(ii) under the heading “B. By Rail”, to paragraph (b), the following proviso 

shall be added, namely: — 

"Provided that the allowance for incidental expenses shall be restricted 
to a maximum ol one daily allowanue for every twenty-four hours 
of the railway journey or part thereof. 

Explanation.—For the purpose of this proviso— 

(a) the forward and return joumeyi shall be treated separately, except 

when they fall on the same day, and 

(b) the period covered by the rail Journey shall be reckoned wl,tta 

reference to the scheduled Railway timings and may also kialude 
any period of halt at an Intermediate station for catching the 
connecting train.” 

(Ill) under the heading "C. By Road”, at the end of the first paragraph, the 
following sentence shall be added, namely 

‘‘When a journey Is performed by taking a single seat In a public con¬ 
veyance, road mileage will be admissible at the rate of 10 pake per 
kilometre."
